Washington, Feb. 11.—President 


Wilson, appearing unexpectedly be- 
fore congress again today, replied to 
the recent speeches by Count von 
Hertling, the German chancellor, and 
Count Czernin, the Austro-Hungar- 
ian foreign minister, by reminding 
the statesmen of the. central empires 


be discussed only on 


the basis of permanency and esssen- 
tial justice" and broadly warning the 
peopfe of the central empires that the 
participation of the Dnitea States in 
the war for tie emancipation of hu- 
manity only has begun. 


Plainly, the president warned the 


German military autocracy that there 
was to be no pausing in the mobili- 
zation of America's vast military re- 
sources now. steadily on their way 
to the battlefronts, and that if peace 
were to be discussed it would have 
to be on a basis of sincerity. 


Otherwise,, the president niade it 


.plain there was to be no turning 
hack • until military autocracy was 
crushed by force of arms. 


Count Czernin's speech, the presi- 
dent openly regarded sympathetical- 
ly, but he considered the Austrian 
foreign minister restrained by the 
embarrassment of Austria's alliances 
and her dependence on Germany. 


."Count Czernin," said the presi- 


dent, "seems to see the fundamental 
elements of peace with clear eyes 
and .does not seek to obscure them." 


Chancellor von Hertling's speech, 


however, the president characterized 
as "very vague and confusing" and 
"full of equivocal phrases," leading 
nowhere clearly. 


.The aim of the German chancellor 


as judged from his speech, the pres- 
ident thought evidently was to secure 
a peace advantageous to the aims of 
the German military autocracy and 
then subscribe to an international 
covenant to make it secure. 


•Count Hertlins, the president de- 
clared, evidently was seeking such a 
peace as was made at the congress 
of Vienna. 


"What is at stake now," said the 
president, "is. the peace of the world. 
What we are striving for is a new 
international order based upon broad 
and universal principles of right and 
justice—not mere peace of shreds and 
patches.

"The power of the United States Is

The 
peace of the world depends upon the 
just settlement of each of these prob- 
lems to which 1 adverted in my re-

to congress.

course, do not mean that the peace 
of the world depends upon the ac- 
ceptance of any particular set of sug-

I mean only that those problems 
each and all effect the whole -world 
That unless they are dealt with a 
spirit of unselfish and unbiased par- 
ties, with a view to the wishes, the 
neutral conviction, the radical aspi- 
rations, the security and peace of 
mind of the people involved, no per- 
manent peace will have been at- 
tained. 
They cannot be discussed 


separately or in corners. 
None of 


them constitutes a private or sepa- 
rate interest from which the opinion 
of the v\ orld may be shut out. What- 
ever affects the peace effects man- 
kind, and nothing settled by military 
force, if settled wrong, is settled at 
all.

will henceforth ignore at their peril. 
We cannot have general peace for the 
asking, or by the arrangements of a 
peace conference. It cannot be pieced 
together out 
of individual 
under- 


standings between 
powerful states. 


All the parties to this war must join 
in the settlement of every issue anj- 
where involved in it, because what 
we are seeking is peace that we can 
all unite to guarantee and maintain 
it, be rignt and fair, and act of jus- 
tice, rather than a bargain between 
sovereigns. 


The United States Has no desire to 


interfere in European affairs or to 
act as arbiter in European territorial 
disputes. We would disdain to take 
advantage of any internal weakness 
or disorder to impose her own will 
upon another people. 
She is quite 


ready to be shown that the settle- 
ments she has suggested are for the 
best or the most enduring. They are 
only he'- own provisional sketch of 
principles and of the wav in which 
they should be applied. She entered 
this war because she was made a 
partner, whether she would or not, 
in the sufferings and indignities in- 
flicted by the military masters of 
Germanj, against the peace and se- 
curity of mankind; and the condi- 
tions of peace will touch her as near- 
ly as they will touch anv other nation 
to which is entrusted a leading part 
in the maintenance 
of 
civilization. 


She cannot see her \vay to peace un- 
til the causes of this war are remov- 
ed, its renev. al rendered as nearly as 
rnav be impossible. 


This war had its roots in the dis- 


regard of the rights of small nations 
and of nationalities which lacked the 
union and the force to make good 
their claim to determine their own al- 
legiances and their own forms of po- 
litical life. Covenants must now be 
entered into which must be backed 
by the united force of all the nations i 
that love justice and are willing t 
maintain it at any cost .If territoria 
settlements and the political 
rela 


tions of great populations which hav 
not the organized power to resist ar 
to be determined by the contracts o 
the powerful governments which con 
sider themselves most directly affect 
ed, as Count von Hertling proposes 
why may not economic 
question 


also? It has come about in the alter 
ed world in which we now find our 
selves that justice and the rights o 
peoples affect the whole field of 
ternational dealings as much as ac 
cess to raw materials and 
fair and 


equal conditions of trade. Count von 
Hertling wants tlie essential 
bases 


of commercial and industrial life to 
be safeguarded by common agree- 
ment and guarantee, but he cannot 
expect that to be conceded him if the 
other matters to be determined by 
the articles of peace are not handled 
in the same way as items in the final 
accounting. He cannot ask the bene- 
fit of common agreement in the one 
field without according it in the oth- 
er. I take it for granted that he sees 
with regard to trade and the cssen- 
Jhat separate and selfish 
compacts 


tial materials of manufacture would 
afford 
no- foundation 
for 
peace. 


Neither, he may rest assured, 
separate and selfish compacts 
with 


regard Ho provinces and peopJes. 


Count Czernin seems to see the 


fundamental elements of ncace with 
cJear eyes and does not seek to ob- 
scure them. 
He sees that an inde- 


pendent Poland, made up of all the 
indisputably Polish peoples who lie 
contiguous lo one another, is a mat- 
ter of European concern and ranst 
of course SM» conceded; that Bcigi- 


ing, as he does, tho essential princl-1-' 
pies involved and the necessity of 
candidly applying them, he naturally 
feels that Austria can respond to the 
purpose of peace as expressed by the 
United State with less embarrass- 
ment than could Germany. He would 
probablv have gone much farther 
had it not been for the embarrass- 
ments of Austria's alliances and of 
her dependence upon Germany. 


After all, the test of whether it is 


possible for either government to go 
anv further in this comparison of 
views is simple and obvious. 
The 


principles to be applied are these: 


Fiist—That each part of the final 


settlement must be based upon the 
essential justice of that paiticular 
case and upon such adjustments as 
are most likelv to bring a peace that 
will be permanent. 


Second—That peoples and prov- 


inces are not to be bartered about 
from sovereignty to sovereignty as if 
thev were chatties and pawns in a 
game, even the great game, now for 
ever discredited, of the balance of 
power: but that, 


Third—Every 
territorial 
settle- 


ment involved in this war must be 
made in the interest and for the 
Btenefit of the population concerned, 
and not as a part of any mere ad- 
justment or compromise of claims 
amongst rival states and, 


Fourth—That all \vell defined na- 


tional aspirations shall be accorded 
the utmost satisfaction that can be 
accorded them without introducing 
new or perpetuating old elements of 
discord and antagonism that would 
be likely in time to break the peace 
of Europe and consequently of the 
world.

A general 
peace 
erected 
upon 


such foundations can be discussed 
Until such a peace can be secured 
we have no choices but to go on. So 
far as we can judge these principles 
that we regard as fundamental are 
already even-where accepted as im- 
perative except among the "spokes- 
men of the military and annexation- 
ist party in Germanv. If they have 
anvwhere else been repeated, the ob- 
jectors have not been 
sufficiently 


lumerous or influential 
to make 


their voices audible. 
The tragical 


circumstances is that this one partv 
in Germany is apparently willing and 
able to send millions of men to their 
death to prevent what all. the world 
now sees to be just. 


I would not be a true spokesmen 


of the people of the United States if 
! did not sav once more that we en- 
;ered this war upon no small occa- 
sion and that \\e can never 
turn 


)ack 
from a course chosen 
upon 


principle. Our resources are in part 
mobilized now and 
we shall not 


pause until they are mobilized in 
their entirety. Our enemies are rap- 
idly going to the fighting front, and 
will go more and more rapidly Our 
whole strength will be put into this 
war of emancipation—emancipation 
from the threat and attempted mas- 
terv of selfish groups of autocratic 
rulers — whatever the 
difficulties 


and present partial delays. We are 
indomnitable in our power of inde- 
pendent action and can in no cir- 
cumstances consent to live in a world 
governed by intrigue and force. We 
believe that our own desire for a new 
international order under which rea- 
son and justice and the common in- 
terests of mankind shall prevail is 
the desire of 
enlightenened 
men 


everywhere 
Without new order the 


world will he without peace 
and 


human life will lack tolerable condi- 
tions of existence and development. 
Having set our hand to the task of 
achieving it we shall not turn back. 


I hope that it is not necessary for 


me to add that no word of what I 
have said is intended as a threat. 
That is not the temper of our peo- 
ple 
I have spoken thus only that 


the whole world may know the true 
spirit of America—that men every- 
where may know that our passion 
for justice and for self government 
is no mere passion of words but a 
pasion which, once set 
in action, 


must be satisfied. The power of the 
United States is a menace to no na- 
tion or people. 
It will never be 


used in aggression or for the aggran- 
dizement of any selfish interest of 
our own. It springs out of freedom 
and is for the service of freedom.

Kelly and plans were outlined for 
carrjing out the work of the admin- 
istration in this county

ditional representatives for Newark. 


Mr Kellv explained the work ex* 


pected of the local committee, which

"arm journals for some time about the 
seed corn situation being very bad, but 
as in most cases of this kind it is very 
easy to thmk our own seed is good 
and its the other fellow's seed that is 
not good. But here are a number of 
samples taken from our 
ow"n county 
'rom shock, crib, and special storage 
and we find a situation that is alarm- 
ng 
Last jear it required about 7,250 
jushels of shelled seed corn to plant 
the 51,356 acies in Licking county. It 
is reasonable to suppose it will take 
as much this year. If we are to get it 
from home grown qorn it will require 
a big- lot of corn testing or else a" poor 
stand next spring The latter is not to 
be thought of. The former is the only 
reliable thing to do. As it is not "al- 
ways advisible to send out of the im- 
mediate community for seed corn there 
s nothing else to do but find the best 
w e have in our home county and test 
that until we have enough For some 
hat will mean considerable work and 
n many cases, I fear, it will be put off 
until planting time and then for want 
of time will not be done at all. It is 
he duty of every farmer who has test- 
ed his seed corn to. encourage 
his 
neighbor to do the same.
